Morning Prayer. 


Lmighty God and moſt merciful 
Father, we do not preſent our- 
ſelves here before thy Majeſty, truſt- 
ing in our own merits or worthineſs, 
but in thy manifold mercics, which 
hait promiſed to hear our prayers and 
grant our requeits which we ſhall 
make to thee in the Name of thy be- 
loved Son Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, who 
alſo hath commanded us to aſſemble 
ourſelves together in his Name, with 


full aſſurance that he will not only be 


amongit us, but alſo be our Mediator 
and Advocate towards thy Majeſty, 
that we may obtain all things which 
ſhall ſeem expedient to thy bleffed 
will, for our neceſſities. 'Thereforewe 
beſeech thee, moſt merciſul Father,to 
turn thy loving countenance towards 
us, and imputenotuntous our mani- 
fold fins and offences, whereby we 
jufily deſerve thy wrath and ſharp 
puniſhment ; but rather receive us to 
thy mercy, for Jeſus Chriſt's (ſake, ac- 
cepting his death and paſlion as a juſt 
recompence for all our offences, in 
whom thou art well plcaſed, and 
through whom thou canſt not be of- 
fended with us. And ſecing that of 
thy great mercies we have quietly 

aſſed this night, grant (O heavenly 
Father) that we may beſtow this day 
wholly in thy ſervice, ſo that all our 
thoughts, words, and deeds, may re- 
dound to the glory 8 Name, 


and good example to all men, who 
ſeeing our good works may glorify 


thee our heavenly Father. And for- 
aſmuch as of thy mere favour and 
love thou haſt not only created us to 
thine own ſimilitude and likeneſs, 
but alſo haſt choſen us to be heirs 
with thy dear ſon Jeſus Chriſt, of 
that immortal kingdom which thou 
preparedſt for us from the beginning 
MP the world; we beſeech thee to in- 
creaſe our faith and knowledge, and 
to lighten our hearts with thy holy 
Spirit, that we may in the mean time 
live in 77 converſation and inte- 
grity of life, knowing that idolaters, 
adulterers, covetous men, contenti- 
ous perſons, drunkards, gluttons, 
and ſuch like, thall uot inherit the 
kingdom of Cod. 

And becauſe thou haſt commanded 
us to pray one for another, we do not 
only make requeſt, O Lord, tor our- 
ſelves, and for them that thou hait al- 
ready called to the true underſtanding 
of thy heavenly will, but for all peo- 
ple and nations of the world : who as 
they know by thy wonderſul works, 
that thou art God over all, ſo they 
may be inſtructed by the Holy Spirit 
to believe in thee their only Saviour 
and Redeemer. But foraſmuch as the 
cannot believe except they hear, an 
cannot hear but by preaching, and

none can preach except they be ſent 
therefore, O Lord, raiſe up faithfu 
diſtributers of thy myſteries, who 
ſetting apart all wordly teſpects, may 
both in their life and docttine on! 
ſeek thy glory. Contrarily, confoun 
Satan and Antichrifl, with all hire- 
lings, whom thou haſt already caſt off 
into a reprobate ſenſe, that they may 
not by ſects, ſchiſms, hereſies, and er- 
rors, diſquict thy little flock. And 
becauſe, O Lord, we be fallen intothe 
latter days and dangerous times, 
wherein ignorance hath gotten the 
upper hand, and Satan by his mini- 
{ters feeketh by all mearis to quench 
the light of the Goſpel; we beicech 
thee to maintain thy cauſe againſt 
thoſe ravening wolves, and itrength- 
en all thy ſervants whom they keep 
in priſon aud bondage. Let not thy 
long-ſuffering be an occaſion either 
to increaſe their tyranny, or to dit- 
courage thy children, neither yet let 
our ſins and wickedneſs be an hin- 
drance pie r with ſpeed, 
O Lord, conſider theſe great miſeries. 
For thy people Ifracl many times by 
their tins proveked thine anger, and 
thou puniſhed them by thy juſt 
judgment; yet though their fins 
were never io grievous, if they once 
returned from their iniquity,thou re- 
ceivedſt them to mercy. We there- 
fore, moiſt wretched finners, bewail 
our manifold fins, and carneſtly re- 
pent us of our former wickedneſs, 
and ungodly behaviour towards 
thee : and whereas we cannot of our- 
lelves purchaſe thy pardon, yet we 
humbly beſeech thee tcrJetus Chriſt's 
ſake, to thew thy mercies upon us, 
and receive us again to thy tavour. 
Grant us, dear Father, thefe our re- 
veſts, and all other things neceſſary 
or us and thy whole Church, accerd- 
ing to thy promiſe in Chriſt Jeſus our 
Lord: in whoſe Name we beſecch 
thee, as he hath taught us, ſaying, 
Our Father which art in heaven, &c,

dignation againſt us, neither our ne- 
gligence an unkindneſs, which have 
neither worthily eſteemed, nor in our 
lives ſufficiently expreſſed the ſweet 
comfort of thy Goſpel revealed unto 
us: but rather to accept the obedi- 
ence and death of thy Son JeſusChriſt, 
who by offering up his body in ſacri- 
fice once for all, hath made a ſuffici- 
ent recompence for all our fins. Have 
mercy therefore upon us, O Lord,and 
forgive us our offences. Teach us by 
thy Holy Spirit that we may rightly 
weigh them, and earneſtly repent for 
the ſame. And ſo much the rather, O 
Lord, decauſe that the reprobate,and 
ſuch as thou haſt forſaken, cannot 
iſe thee, nor call upon thy Name: 
ut the repenting heart,the forrowful 
mind, the conſcience oppreſſed, hun- 
gering and thirſting for thy grace, 
thall ever ſet forth thy praiſe and glo- 
ry.
